ment plan, “speculated exclusive- 
ly” in his dealings with the firm 
of Kable & Co., was given today at 
the bankruptcy hearing on the 
firm's affairs. 

Harry L. Goldhurst, actual head 
of the collapsed firm, testified that 
the Bishop's single non-speculative 
purchase had not been completed 
when the company went to _ the 
wall. 

C, Edward Benoit, attorney for 
Miss Anna Faians, trustee in bank- 
ruptcy, questioned Goldhurst about 
the ledger account of Bishop Can- 
non's extensive tradings. Pointing 
to one item. the attorney said: 

“You have here the sale of 390 
shares of Lehigh on Oct. 16, 1927. 
That was on a Sunday. You didn't 
do business, did you, Mr. Goldhurst. 
on Sundays, and surely the Bishop 
didn't do business on Sundays?” 

A roar of laughter from. the 
spectators in the hearing room 
drowned out Goldhurst’s faint “no” 
in reply. 

Prior to calling Goldhurst to the 
stand, Ernest A. Brown, an _  4ac- 
countant, testified that an examl- 
niaton of the company’s books 
showed that friends and relatives 
were heavy creditors of the firm 
and that the assets were $624,010 
ond the liabilities $226,804. Bishop 
Cannon was a creditor for $2500.

HOOVER BLOCKED PLAN FOR 
SCHOOL DRY PROPAGANDA 


President First Learned of Pro- 
posed Prohibition Course in 
Newspapers.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Pres- 
ident Hoover personally intervened 
to halt the plan of the prohibition 
unit to uses the public schools of 
the country for dissemination of 
prohibition law observance propa- 
ganda. ‘ 

The President's first information 
concerning the issuing of a pamph- 
let proposing a course of prohibi- 
tion study in the public schools was 
obtained from the newspapers. He 
immediately signified his emphatic 
disapproval to Treasury officials, 
who said that they themselves were 


unaware of the proposed campaign. 


Using proceeds from a fund of 
$50,000 made availabie by Congress 
for the dissemination of prohibi- 
tion literature, Miss Anna D. Sut- 
ter, of the statistical and educa- 
tional division of the Prohibition 
Bureau, had caused the pamphlet

at Atlanta. She aiso had gathered 
together other literature in her 
proposed campaign of education.

JAIL "FROM NOW ON 


FOR ADMINISTRATOR 


County Painter Must Stay in 
Cell Till He Pays $404 
to Heirs of Friend. 


A sentence to jail “from now on” 
for failure to make an accounting 
as administrator of a friend's es- 
tate was imposed today by Probate 
Judge Hodgdon at Clayton on John 
Paulik, 52 years old, a painter, 119 
Little Broadway, Luxemburg. 

The friend, Joseph Keller, died 
Aug. 9, 1927, leaving $1106.80. 
Three daughters survived him. 
After payment of debts, Paulik had 
a balance of $404.45 for distribu- 
tion to the daughters, who live in 
California, but the daughters com- 
plained that he had failed to dis- 
tribute the money among them. 

Today after Pauttk had failed to 
keep r_peated promises to produce 
the money, he was arrested for 
contempt and sentenced to fail 
“from now on” or until he turns 
the $404.45 over to his successor 
' charge oj the estate, Public Ad- 
ministrator Terry. 

“I've had a lot of bad luck.” 
Paulik told a reporter. “First, I 
lend $325 from the estate to one 
of my five children to open a 
vegetable store. The business goes 
under. 

“Then I get bad callouses on my 
feet and can't stand on ladders 
to paint. I can only do odd jobs 
now and my wife has to take in 
washing. 

“A friend offered to lend me 
money to pay the heirs, but he 
friend's father-in-law dies and he 
has to spend the money for a fu- 
neral. However, he vxpects to col. 
lect insurance money and put 
enough to the $32 I have left to 
get me out of jail.” 


ONE KILLED THREE HURT WHEN

Samuel Himeles, president-treas- 
urer of the Himeles Dyeing and 


Cleaning Co., was shot and killed 


in a bedroom of his home at 760 
Yale avenue, University City, early 
today, by his 
Franklin Weiss, who told police 
Himeles had attempted to attack 
Miss Clarica Weiss, 24-year-old 
sister of Weiss and Mrs. Himeles. 

Himeles was 38 years old. Weiss

Mrs. Himeles has been an 
invalid for some time, suffering 
from inflammatory rheumatism, —

Weiss, formerly employed by 
Himeles, has been working for an- 
other cleaning firm lately. He is 
separated from his wife and their 
2 year-old daughter, and hag been 
residing with his mother and sia- 
ter, Clarice, at 709 Limit avenue, 
University City. 

Mrs. Himeles, who is bedfast, has 
a day nurse. Her sister, Clarice, 
has served as night nurse for sev- 
eral weeks, living at the Himeles 
home. 

Calmly amoking a cigarette as he 
sat in his shirt sleeves in a cell at 
the University City Police Station, 
Weiss gave this account of the 
shooting to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“Himeles was insane. I had not 
gone near him since Easter. He at- 
tacked two servant girls at his 
house, one a Negro girl, and last 
Saturday night he tried to attack 


Clarice. I was out of town, but 
heard about it when I returned 
home Tuesday and last night I 


went over there to protect Clarice, 


Went Out Every Night. 

“Himeles wags out—he went out 
every night. I had a room on the 
second floor next to the one oc- 
cupied by ty sisters. Himeles’ 
room was on the same floor. The 
three Himeles children were sleep- 
ing downatairs. 

“T fell asleep and didn't hear 
Himeles return home, but was 
awakened at 2 o'clock by Clarice 
screaming for help. I got a pistol 
that belonged to -limeles from «4 
dresser drawer in ny room and 
ran to my sister's room. 

“There was Himeles standii.£ 
over Clarice, and clutching at her. 
He advanced on me threateningly 
and [ fired. He fell.” 

Weiss summoned police and sure 
rendered the pistol 

Miss Weiss was hysterical and 


gave no lucid account of the shoot- ; 


ing. 
All of Shots Take Effect. 

All five shots fired by Weiss had 
taken effect—two in Himeles left 
chest and one each in the right 
chest, left cheek and right arm. 
The body was removed to an Over«- 
land undertaking establishment, 
where an inquest 
Weiss was locked up.

It nose- 
dived and crashed in a ravine, Per- 
ry being crushed when the motor 
telescoped the cabin. 

Perry had narrowly escaped a 
crack-up a few minutes earlier 
when a plane piloted by Capt. Earl 
Sweeney, in which he was riding. 
made a landing on one wheel be- 
cause of a damaged landing gear. 
The plane in which he crashed was 
one that had been lent to the Gov- 
ernment for use during a citizen's 
military training camp at the fort.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The 
adoption of a hands-off policy by 
the United States in the operations 
of the proposed international bank 
for settlement of German repara- 
tions is assured for the present. 

Reiteration of the attitude of the 
Government on this question was 
made yesterday by Secretary of 
State Stimson, who said there were 
no recent developments to change 
the Government's position, which 
he stated on May 16, namely that 
it does not desire to have any offi- 
cial participate in the collection of 
German reparations through the 
bank or any other agency. 

Recent suggestions from abroad 
that an official of the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank be designat- 
ed to participate in the manage- 
ment of the international bank 
have evoked little response in high 
administration quarters in Wash- 
ington, 

Even such indirect representa- 
tions as would be involved in the 
proposed bank plan would not like- 
ly be undertaken without the ad- 
vice and consent of Congress and 
for the present there is no reason 
to assume that President Hoover 
will ask for congressional action on 
this question. 

Nor is it expected that the Unit- 
ed States will have even an unof- 
ficlal observer at the forthcoming 
conference of the interested pow- 
ers to consider the application of 
the Young plan agreed upon at the 


Numerous suggestions had been 
made here and abroad that Ambas- 
sador Dawes, in view of his expe- 
rience in the evolving of the Dawes 
plan, might be named by the Amer- 
ican Government as an official ob- 
server at the next gathering, which 
is expected to be «bout the middle 
e July. 

The view of administration >ffi- 
cials appears to be that in the 
working out of a substitute for the 
original Dawes reparations settle- 
ment, the American Government is 
without a sufficient immediate in- 
terest to warrant further partici- 
pation in a question which is re- 
garded as primarily affecting the 
European creditors of Germany. 

One step in the reparations set- 
tlement, however, does confront the 
administration. This is the nego- 
tiation of a new agreement .-ith 
Germany under which there would 
be a reduction up to 10 per cent of 
the total costs of the maintenance 
o the American army of occupa- 
tion cn the Rhine, 

This total has been fixed at 
$250,000,000 and Germany already 
has paid about one-third of this 
amount. Other nations which have 
mace claims for Rhine army costs, 
however, have received frou 80 
and 90 per cent of ‘eir claims. 

The only other interest which 
the United States has in the repa- 
rations question is that of the 
claims of American citizens under 
the awards of the Mixed Claims 
Com mission.

AS INTERESTED IN 


Head of Beet Association 
Tells Senators of Talk 
With President Before 
and After Election. 


DOESN’T KNOW WHAT 
RATE HE FAVORS 


Says Wall Street and Na- 
tional City Bank Are 
Sources of Propaganda 
Against Higher Tariff. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Testi- 
mony that President Hoover had 
told him within the last three 
months that he wag “much inter- 
ested in protection for the domes- 
tic sugar industry” was given bee 
fore a Senate Finance Sub-Come- 
mittee today by Stephen H. Love, 
president of the United States Beet 
Sugar Association. 

Love said Mr. Hoover had ex- 
pressed this view to him in Utah 
during the last campaign’ and in 
Washington since the election. 

“Do you believe he favors in- 
creased duties?” asked Senator 
Connally, (Dem, Texas. 

“Yes, but I don’t know what 
rates he favors,” the witness re- 
plied, adding that he was not try- 
ing to speak for the President. 

Wall Street Opposes. 

Love declared that Wall street 
interests with large Cuban hold- 
ings, including the National City 
Bank and the Cuban Government, 
were the “source of the anti-sugar 
tariff propaganda.” 

He contended the increase of ap- 
proximately two-third of a cent @ 
pound in the raw sugar duty was 
urgently needed to protect Ameri- 
can producers and said the “facts 
are unrefuted that a serious, crit- 
ical condition exists in the beet and 
cane industry of continental United 
States. 

“Nearly a third of the beet-sugar 
plants,” he continued, “must shut 
down for lack of raw material. Haif 
of the Louisiana sugar cane mille 
are idle. Only one important come 
pany in the entire beet sugar ing 
dustry is paying dividends. 

“Foreign sugars are being 
dumped on the American market 
below cost of production. 

“Cuba Produces Too Much.” 

“Cuba is both producing too 
much sugar for her own good, and 
is attempting to market too large 
a percentage of its output in the 
United States to the detriment of 
the American sugar industry. 

“She is forcing upwards of 70 
per cent of this onto the Ameri- 
can market because other coun- 
tries have higher sugar tariffs than 
the United States. 

“We are confronted with a farm 
relief problem. The country is 
producing a surplus of certain 
crops. Production of beet, cane 
and corn sugar already an impore- 
lant farm activity embracing mil- 
lions of acres in a score of States, 
can be greatly expanded. More 
than any other, the sugar crop 
could contribute toward a more di- 
versified agriculture in the United 
States.”’ 

Smoot Has New Pian. 

Love added that on the basis of 
present differences in production 
costs a much higher increase in 
duty was warranted than the 64- 
hundredths of one cent per pound 
requested by the American sugar 
farmers. 

Preceding Love's testimony, G. R, 
Parker of New York, representing 
the American Exporters and Ime 
porters’ Association, had protested 
against the House bill rate of 2.49 
cents a pound on Cuban raw sugar 
as against a present rate of 1.76 
centa.

COPENHAGEN, June 27.-—Del- 
egates from more than 20 nations 
to the second Lutheran worid con- 


vention yesterday were greeted in 
person by King Christian of Den- 
mark and through letters by King 
Gustave of Sweden and King Haa- 
kon of Norway. 

Bishop Ostenfeld of Denmark 
welcomed the delegates heartily in 
Danish, German and English. Dele- 
gates from Germany, Hungary, In- 
dia and the United States respond- 
ed to the welcome with thanks for 
the Danish hospitality, Dr. N. C. 
Carlsen of Royal, Ia., being among 
the speakers. 

Archbishop Soderblom of Swe- 
den read a greeting from King 
Gustave, who reminded the deue- 
gates that his ancestor, Gustavus 
Adolphus II, laid down the prin- 
ciple that church and nation must 
work hand in hand to attain hap- 
piness. The Swedish monarch ex- 
pressed the hope that the gather- 
ing of spiritual leaders of so many 
rations would create mutual confi- 
dence among the countries and 
people and spread peace and love 
throughout mankind. 

King Haakon's welcome was 
read by Bishop Lunde of Oslo. “] 
pray your convention will help 
create peace and good will among 
the nations,” said Norway's sove- 
reign.

When the dark cus- 
tard has been lightly folded into 
the whites, flavor with a half-tea- 
spoon or so of vanilla, 

Pour one-third of the chocolate 
fluff over the sponge layer in the 
bottom of the mold: cover with the 
second layer of sponge cake: over 
this pour another third of the choc- 
olate fluff. Adjust the third sponge 
layer and spread with the remain- 
der of the chocolate, taking care 
to keep the lady fingers upright. 

Fold an olled paper about the 
edges to keep the tady fingers in 
piace should the mold not be suf- 
ficiently high-watied. Set the mold 
in the refrigerator for 12 to 24 
hours. At serving time, remove 
the olled paper, elip the cake from 
its mold upon a doliy-spread des- 
sert plate. Decorate with whipped 
cream. or sérve plain with coffee.
